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MEMORANDUM.

Respondents apped as of right a juvenile court order terminating their parental rights to the
minor child under MCL 712A.19b(3)(g), (i), and (j); MSA 27.3178(598.19b)(3)(9), (i), and (j). This
case is being decided without oral argument pursuant to MCR 7.214(E). We affirm.

We note that only respondent mother sought judicid review of the referegs findings and
recommendation pursuant to MCR 5.991. In any event, neither respondent has shown that the referee
dearly erred in finding that at least one satutory ground for termination, specificdly 8 19b(3)(i) (parental
rights to one or more siblings have been terminated), was established by clear and convincing evidence.
MCR 5.974(D)(3) and (1); Inre Miller, 433 Mich 331, 337; 445 NW2d 161 (1989).

The record shows that respondent mother had no prenatal care for the minor child, Ann, and
that Ann was born prematurely in a toilet at home and later tested positive for cocaine after she was
born. Ann developed various medica problems because of her premature birth (e.g., bleeding in her
heed, breething difficulties, and the loss of a couple of toes). Ann's treating physcian testified that it
was possble that the ingestion of cocaine may have induced the premature birth. Moreover,
respondents had their parentd rights terminated to four other children just months before Ann came to
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the attention of the court because of chronic neglect, substance abuse problems, domestic violence, and
alack of renabilitation.*

With respect to the best interests issue, athough respondent father did present some evidence
on the minor child's best interests, we find no clear error in the referee's recommendation that parental
rights for both parents be terminated. MCL 712A.190(5); MSA 27.3178(598.19b)(5); In re Hall-
Smith, 222 Mich App 470, 472-473; 564 NW2d 156 (1997). Thus, we affirm the juvenile court’s
order terminating the respondents’ parental rights based on the referee's findings and recommendations.

Further, pursuant to petitioner’s request, we adso give immediate effect to the probate court’s
order terminating respondents parental rights. MCR 7.215(E)(2).

We afirm.
